Senator Hill la All Bight. 


WASUINOTOX, 
Dec. 14.—Senator 


Faulkner, of West Virginia, yesterday 
had his attention called to the pub- 
lished rumor that the republicans of 
the senate arc contemplating a move to 
exclude Gov. Ilill from the senate on 
the grounds that when lie decided to re- 
tain tho governorship of New York 
after the meeting of the senate, he, br 
that act, abandoned his seat in the sen- 
ate and can not now lay claim to it. 


"This is the firbt 1 have heard of sueh 


a move being contemplated," Senator 
Faulkner said, "and I really place no 
reliance whatever in the report. In 
the first place, granting that the rumor 
was true. I do not understand what 
difference It could make between Gov. 
flill taking his seat as senator on the 
assembling of congress or a month 
later, when his term of governor sliall 
have expired. There is neither prece- 
dent nor reason for taking such a step 
as is attributed to the republicans. 


"There was a case, I can not recall 


it, where the senate decided that a sen-, 
ator forfeited his seat in accepting an 
office tendered him after he had taken 
his .seat as senator. That, however, 
was an act subsequent. In Gov. Hill's 
case, the senate, does not, officially 
know that he has been elected a mem- 
ber of that body, for his credentials as 
senator have not been issued, and until 
it is officially informed, the senate is 
powerless to act. The legislature of 
the state of New York is the only body 
having official knowledge of Gov. Hill's 
election, and that body is the only one 
which could act in the matter." 


Congressional Forecast. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.—It is proba- 


ble that both houses of congress will 
adjourn over the Christinas season 
from Friday next. There is practically 
no business on hand, and if there were, 
the house is in no condition to proceed 
with it. 


Very little will be done in the senate 


during tho current week. . The repub- 
licans may hold a caucus to receive the 
report of. tho caucus committee in 
charge of assignments to vacancies and 
transfers of senators to the various 
committees, but this may be done with- 
out caucus action. At any rate it is 
probable that tho committee list will 
be submitted to the senate by Wednes- 
day. Other than this and some re- 
marks by Senator Turpie on his joint 
resolution proposing a constitutional 
amendment providing for tho election 
of senators by a direct vote of the peo- 
ple and brief speeches on various topics 
by other members, the senate will not 
transact any business. 


The house will meet on Wednesday 


next at noon, and on motion of Mr, 
Holrnan, will probably adjourn until 
Friday or Saturday, when an adjourn- 
ment, with the consent of the senate, 
will be taken until after tho holidays. 
No business of any kind will be trans- 
acted by the hon^e on either date, as 
tho committees will not have been 
formed to which bills must be referred 
for action. 
Will Resign to Become Interstate Com- 
merce Commissioner. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.—Congressman 


David B. Culberson, of Texas, it is said, 
is going to resign his seat in the house 
to accept the important office of inter- 
state commerce commissioner. It is a 
clear case of the office hunting the, 
man, for, so far from seeking it, Mr. 
Culberson, it is stated on high autho- 
ity, twice declined the president's com- 
plimentary offer. It was only through 
the earnest advice of his colleagues that 
he decided to accept. He takes the 
place of Commissioner Bragg, deceased, 
and has four years to serve. The ap- 
plicants for tho position numbered 
some of the most eminent leaders in 
the south.

WASHINGTON", Dec. 14.—Political gos- 


sip now says that as soon as Mr. Blaine 
announces that ho is not a candidate 
for the presidential nomination, an- 
other aspirant will appear in the field, 
in the person of Senator Culloru, of Il- 
linois.

LIVING ON ONE SCANTY MEAL PERD1Y. 


The Cry of the Barons "No Surrender!" 


Met by a Determination on the Part 


of the Famished Miners to Keep 


on Fighting—Aid Solicited. 


BRAZIL, Ind., Dec. 14.—Dismal in- 


deed must be the Christmas-tide of the 
thousands who depend for a livelihood 
on employment in the Indiana coal 
fields, for tho bitter fact has to bo 
faced that hunger and misery tenant 
tho wretched huts in which the strik- 
ing' miners and their families ore hud- 
dled together. The cry of tho barons 
Is "No surrender," and tlie men, al- 
though almost in a starving condition, 
arc determined to keep on fighting. It is 
an absolute fact that the strikers and 
their families have been for tho last 
two weeks trying to keep soul and 
body together on one meal a day. and

dren, who are affected by the strike.

Saturday Eight throe boys, Joe Smith, 


Frank Anderson and Daniel Torrence, 
the latter 1C years old, got on board Wa- 
bash passenger train No. 42 at Taylor- 
villo, their homo, for the purposa of 
stealing a ride to Deoatur. They got on 
the front end of one ot the forward oars 
and oatne through safely. They did not 
want to be seen leaving the train and 
had planned to jump oS before th's train 
should reach the Union depot. 
Smith 


and Anderson made the jump safely,- but 
Torrence unfortunately fjuiuped against 
one Df the target switchoJ, and the re- 
boned throw the lail under the wheels, 
whit h cut oil'both legs, mangling thsim 
in a shocking manner. The accident oc- 
curred npar tha Broadway crossing. The 
boy w.u taken to the Lucledo Eotol, 
where both limbs were amputated by 
Dr. Fiiriuer, assisted by Dr. Ellis, of 
Corro Gordo, and 
Ralph Tompleton. 


The boy died ut about 2 o'clock Sunday 
morning 
and Coroner Bomhire took 


charge of the body, which wag removed 
to the Bullard rooms, where the iuquest 
was held Sunday afternoon. The jury- 
menjwere W. H. Bailey, W. F. Lawrence, 
W. W. Connard, C. E. Clements, John B. 
Stober and John Williamson, who viewed 
the body immediately after death. The 
verdict was that Torrenco lind coma to 
hia death, by falling under Wabaeh train 
•42 on the 12fch day of December, wliilo in 
the act of stealing a ride. The only wit- 
nesses were Jos Smith and Frank Ander- 
son. The half-brother and brother-inT 
law of the deceased came up from Tay- 
lorville on nn early train sud took the 
body away at about 8 o'clock. They said 
they did.not know the boy had left Tay- 
lorville nntil they heard ot hie death. 
The lad was an orphan and was the Jnst 
of tho Torronoe family.

Miller, nfter shooting 
hjs wife, went inlo a back roam, put the 
IUUZB'.O of the gun iu hia month and dis- 
charged the remaining load, which came 
out at the top of bis hoad, spattering 
brains and blood over the door aud wills 
and killing him instantly. Miller was u 
man of considerable wealth, and Iei» IH 
three or four children by a former \\ ;••, 
all of whom are married.
